But certainly Sherman is 
too much of a politician to make a 
public statement of such intentions. 
Do we hear you, reader, suggest 
that the Chicago “trust press” has an 
untruthful interviewer? You must

CENTRAL WILL GIVE PASSES

To All Employes Who Have Served 
Ten Years. 
Directors of another big railroad 
system are considering the advisabili­ 
ty of recognizing long and faitbfu] 
service of employes in the substantial 
way of issuiDg these men annual pass­ 
es. 
Recently the Southern Pacific 
road announced that it would issue 
annuals to any employe who has been 
in the service of the company for ten 
years. 
For those employed ten years 
and fewer than fifteen years will he 
given annual passes good over the 
division on whlob he is employed; for 
those who have served fifteen years and 
fewer than twenty years with the 
road an annual division pass for him­ 
self and wife, and for those who have 
been connected with the road for 
twenty years or more, annual passes 
for the employe, his wife and all de­ 
pendent members of the family good 
over the entire system will he issued. 
The management of the Illinois 
Central will probably follow the line 
of the Southern Paclfio, though the 
divisional annuals will be given to 
employes who have served something 
fewer than ten years. The ’Frisco 
System has also announced the adop­ 
tion of the annual pass distributi:n.

The announcement made today en­ 
larges upon the bulletin issued by the 
department last week to the effect 
that the birth rate in the country at 
large was on the decline. 


DECREASE IN 
ILLINOIS. 
In Illinois, Indiana, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky. Michigan and Ohio the propor- 
| tion of children has decreased steadily 
since 18 50, says the bulletin, the num­ 
ber of children under five years of age 
to 1,000 women of child-bearing age 
(15 to 40) in Illinois for each decimal 
i period Is given as follows: 18 50, 746; 
' 18 60, 737; 18 70, 648 ; 18 8 0, 560; 18 90; 48 2; 
1900, 437. 
Thus it will be seen that the de­ 
crease has been steady in each decade, 
amounting to 309 for the fifty-year 
interval. 
Indiana shows an even 
greater decrease, aggregating 340. 


WORK 
FOR THE ENTHU8 1AST8 . 
France and tbe United States are 
having the experience of a greater de­ 
cline in birth rate than any other two 
nations. 
This has for some time past 
been a mucb-agitated fact, prominent 
among the literature on the subject 
being President Roosevelt’s famous 
address on an anti-race suicide. 
It is expected that with the publica­ 
tion of definite figures on the subject 
the agitation in behalf of more births 
will increase.

E a c h F e a t h e r In n S t e i n R e p r e s e n t e d 
a n K n e i n j 
S l a i n . 
It need scarcely b e told that in the 
pip# of long ago each feather append­ 
ed to the stem represented an enemy 
slain. 
If one dou b ted the record of 
the war eagle feathers, the warrior 
then showed the scalps of the enemy, 
which were kept as a sort of a su cre i 
proof of his word. 
Su ch pipe.; were 
u sed only ou occasions of pea e an 1 
war. Speaking rou ghly, the b est pipes 
of eastern trib es were in molded clay, 
the b est of the we tern trib es lu slate 
pipe stone taken from the famou s cu ir 
ry west of the .Mis Issi ¡»I, 
Jiefo e the 
great b u ffalo and nu tel » pe hu nts, when 
herds of game were driven Into« pou n 1 
or an lir.doeed area of snares, it was 
cu stomary for the Indians to whiff the 
incense of propitiation to the spirits of 
die animals ab ou t to b e slain, explain 
ing that only tlx* desire for food eoiu - 
peihai tiie Indian to kill and tii.it the 
b u nt was the will <»f the Master of Life, 
or “Master of the Roaring Winds," who 
wou ld compensate the animals in the 
next world. 
The pipes u sed for this 
ceremony u su ally show the figu re of a 
man in conference with the figu re of 
an animal. Others show the figu res of 
Indians with looked hands. This typi­ 
fies a vow of friendship to b e term i­ 
nated only b y death. 
It was u su ally 
b etween men, b u t sometimes b etween 
a man and n woman, In which case the 
platonic b ond not only preclu ded, b u t 
forb ade, the very possib ility of m ar­ 
riage. 
After that who shall say that 
the stolid Indian has no vein of senti­ 
ment In his natu re? 
One of the most cu riou s pipes I have 
seen I b ou ght from a Croc on a reser­ 
vation east of the refu gee Siou x. 
It is 
in the ijwpe of a war hatchet, of a 
metal which I do not know, f >vgh I 
su spect it is galena t ' od with clay, 
the edge b eing 
h --p e: » u gh. b u t the 
b ack of the ax b e -i r a Isnvl and the 
handle a pipe spu n. 
1 he odd lines in 
Indian carvings and woven work are 
not withou t meaning. Fighting Mistah 
cou ld read n legend where we saw 
nothing b u t b izarre markings. 
There 
were the circu lar lines, hollow down, 
meaning clou ds; the cross, meaning the 
coming of the priest; the tree, a type 
of peace with its b ranches overshad­ 
owing the nations; the wavy lino, sig­ 
nifying water; the arrow, war. 
The 
ordinary Indian can read a trib al song 
or chronicle from ob scu re drawings on 
the face of a rock or crazy colored 
work on a scraped b u ffalo skin.—Ou t­ 
ing.

Nevertheless investigation of the su b ­ 
ject goes to show that the mackerel, if 
not the champion racer of the b riny 
deep, comes pretty near to carrying off 
the honor-. 
Unqu estionab ly it travels 
aometime; as fast as an express train 
at high speed say. at the rate of sixty 
or possib ly seventy miles an hou r. 
Other things b ring equ al, the larger 
the fish the faster it swims, ju st as the 
hu ge steamship is 
ab le to travel at a * 
speed mu ch greater than the little har-j 
b or tu g. 
Undou b tedly the energy cm -1 
ployed b y a fish 
, great size, su ch a» 
a thirty foot shr.ri: when traveling at 
Its b est gait, is something trem endou s.1 
An ordinary tu g. which represents a 
maximu m < f energy in a minimu m of 
b u lk, u tilizes ab ou t 200 horsepower. 
Of cou rse it is only a gu ess, b u t It 
wou ld not seem to b e over the mark 
to su ppose that a seventy foot whale 
makes u se of 500 horsepower when It 
propels its hu ge b u lk throu gh the wa­ 
ter at a rate of thirty miles an hou r. 
A whale, which is a mammal and not 
a fish, might b e compared to a freight 
tru ln if the shark is a cannon b all ex­ 
press, b u t it can b eat the fastest ocean 
greyhou nd in n speed contest. 
If there is a fish that can travel fast­ 
er than a shark it mu st b e the tarpon, 
which can prob ab ly “hit her u p” to the 
tu ne of eighty miles an hou r, if pressed 
for time. 
Generally speaking, it may 
b e said that finny creatu res which live 
near the su rface of the sea are swift 
swimmers, as compared with those 
that dwell In the depths. 
Tims the 
cod, which is a deep w ater species, Is 
slu ggish and wou ld stand no show 
at all In a race with the mackerel or 
herr^ig. 
These latter, which are dis­ 
tinctively pelagic, depend for their liv­ 
ing u pon their activity in pu rsu ing 
agile prey, and they mu st b e qu ick in 
their movements in order to escape 
their own enemies. 
If the mackerel were as b ig as p good 
sized shark It wou ld prob ab ly b e the 
speed champion of the ocean. 
No fish 
is b etter shaped for rapid going. Some 
years ago a yacht b u ilder In New 
York constru cted a sloop with a hu ll 
patterned exactly u fter the u nderb ody 
of a Spanish mackerel. She was called 
the Undine, and, if tradition does not 
lie, she never was b eaten. 
Like the 
fish after which she was modeled, she 
had her greatest b readth of b eam for­ 
ward of amidships—a decidedly novel 
Idea in b oat b u ilding. 
One may say, 
Indeed, that all modern w ater craft 
are more or less flshllke in their make­ 
u p; yet, on the whole, It is su rprising 
that marine architects have not striven 
more earnestly than they have done 
to ob tain hints from natu re's own Il­ 
lu strations of aqu atic speed making 
principles.—Satu rday Evening Tost.

“Schooner” is a word of American 
manu factu re.

ab ou t 1713, Captain Andrew Rob inson 
b u ilt the first vessel called b y that 
name. 
As it slid off the stocks into 
the water a b ystander shou ted, “Oh, 
how she scoons I” (skims). Rob inson in­ 
stantly said, “A scooner let her b e.” 
The 
name 
has 
b een 
u niversally 
adopted, 
b u t, 
singu larly enou gh, is 
spelled in the Du tch manner, thou gh It 
is provincial English.

According to an English specialist 
who has made a carefu l stu dy of the 
su b ject, the reason why women are 
b etter looking than men Is b ecau se 
they arc more indolent and are not 
called u pon to u se their b rains as mu ch 
as men are.
